Mr..E. W. Hamilton, the 
Kowloon Magistrate, this morning, 
severely. reprimanding a man who 
was charged with failing to report a 
case of amall-pox and who was 
alleged to have removed the patient 
elsewhere when it was discovered. ° 

In connection with the case, the 
principal tenant of No, 36, Shang- 
hal-street, was brought to face: the 
charge. 

In admitting the charge, the de- 
fendant said that he did not know 
what to do with the child when it 
was suffering from the disease. He 
aubmitted that he had no intention 
of concealing the case and that he 
had only been in the Colony a short 
tkme. 

According to the prosecution, no 
fewer than sevon cases of small-pox 
had occurred in the man’s locality. 
The defendant, {t was alleged, had 
removed the patient to Canton on 
Its being discovered. He submitted 
that there was no excuse for “not 
knowing,” . as the Secretary for 
Chinese ‘Affairs had recently notified 
what should: be done in such cases, 

The defendant was fined $50 on 
each count or, in default, one 
month’s hard labour. = * 

Another Case ‘ ‘ 

During his viait to a house at No. 
8, Yam Chow-street, which had 
been receiving its annual limes 
washing, ‘Sanitary Inspector A. 
Simton discovered a child suffering 
trom small-pox.

AUTOMOBILE ASSOCN. 
STILL FLOURISHING 


The annual general meeting of 
the Hong Kong Automobile Asso- 
ciation was ‘held yesterday after- 
noon in the board room of Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson & Co,, Ltd. 

The meeting was attended by a 
large number of local motorists, 
and was presided over by Mr. 
P. M. Hodgson, who addressed the 
meeting as follows:— : 

The accounts for the year end- 
ing December 81, 1928, have been 
in your hands for a few days and, 
.with your permission, I shall take 
them as rend. 

The membership of this Asso- 
ciation shows an increase and the 
funds are in.a very satisfactory 
state. The balance at the end of 
the financial year remaina ap. 
proximately the same although 
the expenditure has increased by 
about $1,500, provided from more 
revenue. The entire expenditure 
is.due to increased facilities to 
members, , 

I do not need to call your at- 
tention to the very large increase 
in the number of private motor 
cara in this Colony these last 
twelve months—one has only to 
try and discover a vacant parking 
space during the middle of the day 
to know for yourself, and this 
question of parking cars is like 
in every ‘city.in the world be- 
coming an alarming one and has 
given your Committee much an- 
xious consideration. It will be for 
the incoming Committee to fur- 
ther consider this matter. 


Careful Driving Necessary 


Apart from private cars, public 
‘cars and taxia have to be pro- 
vided for. Withrall these cars and 
now. numerous long and short 
buses of varied colours,’ motoring 
in the limited space in this City 
has become such that the most 
careful and considerate driving is 
absolutely necessary if accidents 
are to be avoided and your Com- 
mittee have taken up the matter 
of road improvement from the 
widening of the same to the en- 
largement and cutting of corners 
with much thought and care, and 
T_ am sure members will, appre- 
ciate the many improvements 
that are slowly converting these 
streéts, which were built for ric- 
shas, pedestrians and perambu- 
lators (laughter) into, although 
perhaps not racing tracks, fairly 
respectable motor roads. I can- 
not ask you to give all.the credit 
for this to this Association as we 
owe a great deal to the wise and 
thoughtful decisions of the Roads 
Department of the Public Works 
who so courteously,-consider any 
recommendations we may put for. 
ward, . - 

When the wide 75 and 100-foot 
roads are opened on the new 
Praya East Reclamation and car- 
ried through from Arsenal Street 
to Shaukiwan any old resident re- 
turning to this Colony will find a 
splendid and amazing transform- 
ation. Such improvements to a 
city like this motoring is entire- 
ly responsible for and an Asgo- 
ciation such as this is an essential 
acquisition to the Colony to bene- 
fit motorists and to assist the 
powers that be in bringing them 
about. oe :

Kuo Ching-hui, who was’ second 
officer, Mr. Campbell, who was 
chief engineer, Mr. Beveridge, who 
was second engineer and Mr. 
Salamanuk, who was third engineer. 

Speaking of the second officer, 
witness said that he was appoint.

In the water, witness was able 
to get, hold of a bamboo stool and 
he drifted for several hours, until 
9 or 10 am,.in the moming when 
he was picked up by a fishing ‘junk 
and taken to Aberdeen. 

In the darkness, said the witness, 
he could sense the presence of other 
swimmers, but with daylight all 
signs of other human beings dis- 
appeared and he could see no one, 
At the time. when witness went 
overboard, all the Hghts. of the 
“Hsinwah” were out.

NEW GOVT. SCHOOL 
_ OPENED 


_ BY MB. A. BE. WOOD 


Mr. ‘A. E. Wood, Director of 
Education, yesterday ‘formally open- 
ed the new Government achoal at 
Cheung ‘Chau. Messrs. Ralphs, 
Alabaster and Davis and Mrs. 
Minett and Mrs. Franklin were 
among thoie present, = 

The: headmaster, in reading his 

report, referred to the founding of 
the school In 1908, for the accom- 
modation of 20 boys, in a rented 
building from which it was trans- 
ferred in 1928, On May 81, 1923 
the buliding . collapsed and the 
school had to be transferred to a 
pullding on the watenfront, but 
owing to imperfections in the 
structure another move was mada 
on December 18 to a matahed build- 
ing. 
. ‘Misfortune again overcame the 
school for in 1926 thla structure 
was entirely demolished by a 
typhoon and since. then the school 
has been conducted in a rented 
pbuilding near the ferry wharf, 

The maximum enrolment during 
the year was 54 and the average 
attendance 46 as against’ 42 and 
$2.46 respectively in 1927. During 
the Inst year 39 riew boys were. ad- 
mitted. : 

The school has- five class-rooms 
each accommodating 30 boys, and 
possesses an excellent play ground. 

At the annual examination out of 
40 boys examined in English 28 
passed, and In Chinese out of 40 
examined 26 passed. Great interest 
was taken in sports. At the 6th 
annual athletic meeting on May 2 
last, the competitors on the whole 
showed keen Interest and did better 
than on previous occasions. A 
schoo! library has been atarted but 
owing to lack of funds only a, few 
books have been bought. _ , 

The headmaster regretted that 
the majority of the boys after hav- 
ing passed Class 6 had been unable 
to continte their studies in Hong 
Kong owing to the cost of living. 
To live in Cheung Chau and attend 
school in Hong Kong was also im- 
possible as ferry fares alone cost 
$144 a year, He was pleased to 
be able to state that Mr. Li Yau- 
tsun, of the Ferry Company, had 
very kindly permitted two of the 
Class 6 boys, both holders of 
scholarships, to travel free aboard 
the launch when attending school in 
Hong Kong.

“ From the amendments to King’s 
Regulations and Admiralty Instruc- 
tions just promulgated it would ap- 
pear that the Admiralty has re- 
cently had under consideration the 
rules rolating to the Issuing of rum 
to the min of the Fleet. Some of 
these are of no particular import- 
ance; but one relating to the issue 


‘lof rations on Sundays will, says the 


Naval and Military Record, be of 
interest to the general body of men. 
The amendzd article atates that in 
shore establishments and sationary, 
ships, and in seagoing ships present, 
and giving week-end leave at ports 
in the United Kingdom, no iasue.of 
the standard ration {s to’ be made 
on Sunday, Christmas Day, Good 
Friday, Whit-Monday, King’s Birth- 
day, and August Bank Holiday. For 


those days the messes are to be|’ 


credited with victualling allowance 
in lieu of standard ration and mess- 
ing allowance any service provi- 
sions that may be required being 
taken up on repayment. Spirit 
is to be issued only for. the men 
actually present who are-entitled to 
it. The foregoing procedure may 
be extended to include Saturdays 
where such extension is considered 
desirable. 
Minute Directions. 

, Another amended article provides 
that a dally” ration of 44-pint of 
apirit or an allowance in liew (grog 
money) is allowed to persons vic- 
tualled: on standard ration and 
messing allowance, or on the gen- 
eral: mess system, or in receipt of 
victualling allowance, except as 
follows: (a) No person is to receive 
a spirit ration in kind, or grog 
money in lieu, until he.is 20 years 
of age..

MAN FORCED TO DRINK... 
‘ POISON." - 


HATRED 1 THEORY. 


New York. — The New. York 
police, under the new Commissioner, 
Mr. Grover Whalen, have been‘ call- 
ed upon to solve what {s considered 
one of the most fantastle murder. 
mysteries which has confronted the 
department for years. 3 

‘ The victim, Henry’ Gaw, a‘ night 
watchman at the laboratory of 
Guggenheim Brothers, «was appare 
ently forced to drink coffee inte 
which the murderer had poured a 
large quantity of cyanide of 
potassium, 

‘The man’s death might be 
ascribed to suicide were it not for’ 
the presence of a mysterious man, 
who held up, bound, and robbed two 
torry drivers who reached the 
laboratory early. in the morning 


. 


‘| with a consignment of tear mas. 


This man admitted the drivers in 
the regular way, but, after felling 
one with a pistol butt, compelled 
the other to bind his colleague. 

The intruder then took about £5 
from the pockets of the drivers and 
left them both bound in a room" 
adjoining that where Gaw lay dead. 

The police bellave that: this rob- 
bery was merely designed to 
mislead them into attributing Gaw’s 
death to a hold-up, 

They are convinced. that his mur. 
der was: 80 cold-blooded that ih 
could only have been committed to 
satisfy intense hatred. They sur- 
mise that the intruder entered the 
laboratory for the sole purpose of 
killing Gaw, and, finding him eating 
his supper, poured the poison into 
his coffee, which was half con- 
sumed. " 

Gaw’s lips and tongue were hor-' 
ribly burned, chemical analysis 
showing that the coffee contained a 
large amount of the poison. - 

If robbery was the object of 
Gaw’s slayer the police are unable 
to account for the fact that a man 
with plenty of time to obtain valu- 
able drugs. and chemicals took 
nothing beyond the pocket money of 
the drivers who had arrived unex- 
pectedly before daybreak. i 

One of the drivers is convinced 
that he had seen the robber working 
about the laboratory on’ previous 
visits, and it is-assumed.that he was 
a former employee with whom Gaw 
may have. quarrelled: This, the 
police say, would explain how he 
knew the deadly effect of the poison 
and where ‘to obtain it.

INSTRUCTIONS | TO PEKING 


Pokyo, Yeaterday. 
, The Privy Council has: formal- 
ly approved the China ‘tariff agree- 
ment. ‘It is understood that the 
Japanese Charge d'Affalres in Pe- 
king will be Instructed by cable to 
sign accordingly.

A formal ratification will not be 
required as it is merely an exchange 
of notes and not a treaty.
